James Earl pleaded guilty to 
King’s killing and is in prison but 
contends he is innocent. He says 
he was set up to take the blame by 
joining what he thought was only a 
gunrunning operation directed by 
Raoul. 

But contrary to James Earl’s 
claim that Raoul called him to Bir- 
mingham and then Memphis for 
‘what turned out to be King’s 
assassination, Blakey said James 
Earl told witnesses at a bar he was 
called by “my brother.” 

Jerry Ray contended the truth is 
just the opposite: that James Earl 


always referred to Raoul as “my 
brother” to cover up the gunrun- 
ning operation. 

Jerry was not asked about sworn 
statements by James Earl’s one- 
time lawyer, Percy Foreman, that 
James Earl told him Jerry was in 
Birmingham when James Earl 
bought the rifle allegedly used in 
the assassination. 

Jerry has denied Foreman’s al- 
legation and says work records 
show he was at his job as a night 
watchman at an Illinois country 
club at the time. 

During six hours of questioning 


punctuated with repeated objec- 
tions from his lawyers, Jerry ac- 
knowledged he has lied to report- 
ers and book writers and may 
have lied to the FBI. 

Rep. Stewart McKinney, R- 
Conn., quoted an FBI report as 
saying Jerry lied about knowing 
that John operated the Grapevine 
Tavern in St. Louis in 1968, appar- 
ently trying to save his brother’s 
bar from bad publicity. 

“Would you have lied to the FBI 
to protect an investment of your 
brother?” McKinney asked. 

, “Sure,” Jerry replied.
